Continuance of Federal 
Aid To Industry Advo- 
cated Until Banks Loosen 
Credit Facilities. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 17. ) — 
New freedom in priming business with 
bank credit, together with the creation 
of a nation-wide network of direct 
federal lending agencies, was urged to- 
day upon Secretary Morgenthau. 

A group of special investigators of 
credit conditions, in a report ordered 
by the treasury chief himself, also 
flayed bankers and bank examiners for 
a wave of “righteousness.” 

Reconstruction Corporation and 
Federal Resetve Bank policies govern- 
ing direct lending to industry like- 
‘wise were criticized in the report, 
which made 18 specific recommenda- 
tions, some requiring legislation, for 
improving national. credit conditions 
. and spurring recovery with billions otf 
bank resources. 

End to Reserve Loans. 

Complete removal of federal reserve 
banks from the “direct loans to in- 
dustry” field they entered last June 
was a high spot in the T2T-page an- 
alysis of “the . availability of bank 
credit.” 

The study was based upon condi- 
tions in Chicago's seventh federal re- 
serve district, This district, which 
includes lowa and major parts of 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan and Wis- 
consin, was selected as typical of 
credit conditions throughout the 
country. 

.Continuance of federal loans to in- 
dustry until banks loosen their credit 
policies was urged, but with a recom- 
mended alternative of centralizing the 
federal loans practice in the RFC or 
creating a new intermediate credit 
system. 

Black’s Recommendation. 

Such a single system was the origi- 
nal recommendation of Eugene Black, 
former reserve board governor, who 

lanned to direct loans to industry 
aw. It made ‘available $285,000,000 
to the reserve system and $300,000,- 
000 to the RFO for this purpose, but 
only a comparative handful of federal 
loans actually have been made. 

The credit study was made by Ja- 
cob Viner, . special economic adviser 
to Secretary Morgenthau. He had the 
assistance of Charles O. Hardy, of the 
Brookings Institute, and Professor S. 
H. Nerlove, of the University of Chi- 
cago. Their staff interviewed both 
bank and borrower in 1,850 cases of 
loans refused. 

Between the two theories that banks 
are refusing to lend and thatt he de- 
mand for loans does not exist, the re- 
port struck a middle ground. 

It found that while banks are re- 
atricting cash advances, the “unsatis- 
fied demand for credit is considerably 
smaller than popularly believed.”

The state supreme court Monday 
reversed the action of the DeKalb 
superior court in dismissing the pe- 
tition for relief filed by Dr. J. M. 


Sutton, -ousted state veterinarian, 
against Commissioner of Agriculture 
G. C. Adams, and_remande@ the case 
back to the supester~ cburt for trial. 
holding that Judge John B. Hutehe- 
son had erred in dismissing it on 
Adams: demur rer. 

The department of law representing 
Adams immediately announced that a 
petition for a rehearing would be filed, 
of necessity lengthening the case be- 
yond Adams’ tenure of office which 
expires January 1, and forcing Sut- 
ton to initiate a. new action against 
Tom Linder, of Hazlehurst, the in- 
coming commissioner, if he retains his 
hope of getting his old job back. 

Paul Lindsay, of: Decatur, coungel 
for Sutton, said that the decision of 
the high court meant that Sutton 
could collect his salary for 1934, but 
took occasion to say that it probably 
would be necessary to sue Commission- 
er Adams’ bonding company, as it is 
a known fact that the funds appro- 
priation for the farm department for 
1934 already have been expended. 

Split Verdict Rendered. 

The supreme court decided the case 
on a split verdict, Justice Marcus W. 
Beck and Judge C. W. Worrill, of 
Cuthbert, who sat in place of Justice 
Hutcheson, who presided over the case 
in DeKalb superior court, dissenting 
from the majority opinion of the 
court approved by Chief Justice Rus- 
sell and Justices Price Gilbert, Sam- 
uel Atkinson and R. O. Bell. 

Mandamus proceedings instead of 
an injunction would have been the 
proper remedy to seek restoration of 
the veterinarian’s name on the pay- 
roll, the high court held. It was point- 
ed out that the petition was not sub- 
ject to dismissal as a whole because 
it was alleged that. two officials of 
the department of agriculture, Com- 
missioner Adams and Dr. W. E. 
White, named chairman of the board 
of veterinary adviser” ‘when. Dr, Sut- 
ton was ousted, were interfering with 
the ‘official functions of Dr. Sutton.

AS BERLIN POLIGE 
LAUNGH VICE WAR 


‘Purge’ of Immoral Ele- 
ments, Particularly in 
Storm Troops, Is Begun 
by Adolf Hitler. : 


BERLIN, Dec. 17.—()—Six hun- 
dred Germans, it was revealed to- 
night, have been taken into custody 
by secret police in raids upon public 
baths and Berlin bars in a new 
“purge” of immoral elements, chiefly 
directed: at the storm troops. 

The raids began some ten days ago, 
men of all ages being taken into cus- 
tody for questioning. 

At least four baths and bars, two 
of them in fashionable sections of 
the capital. have been raided. The 
police activity sharply recalled the 
situation which furnished Adolph Hit- 
ler with one reason for his “blood 
cleansing” of the storm troops last 
June, 

Many of the raided baths were de- 
scribed by police as centers of abnor- 
mality, even those located in exclusive 
Berlin neighborhoods. Interest of the 
police in whether foreigners were pres- 
ent in these raided baths led to the 
belief the clean-up was perhaps mo- 
tivated by suspicions that these places 
were also used by’ plotters for ren- 
dezvous. | 

Even before the execution last June 
of Captain Ernst Roehm, former nazi 
storm troop head, it had been re- 
vealed, although quietly, that doubtful 
moral practices had reached such pro- 
portions that a national scandal was 
threatened. . 

Many non-German circles have since 
openly spoken of the 8. A. (storm 
troops) as attracting perverts, and 
the decision to reduce and reorganize 
the stormers’ organization was believ- 
ed in some quarters to be a move to 
oust these elements, retaining those 
of unquestionable morals for the pick- 
ed guard and: other units.

Emery Beer Tax Trial 
Moved Up to Thursday 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 17.—(P)— 
The District of Columbus supreme 
court today postponed until Thursday 
arguments in a suit brought from 
Georgia to prevent collection of a 
$1,000 special tax against beer dealers 
in dry states. 

Court officials said the case might 
be carried over until after Christmas. 

H. A. Emery, Atlanta restaurant 
owner handling beer, brought the suit 
on the contention the secretary of the 
treasury and collector of internal rev- 
enue were acting contrary to law in 
collecting the tax. 

The plaintiff set forth the excise 
was a penalty and therefore could not 
be collected merely by assessment. It 
was set forth also that such taxes,. to 
be lawful, must apply uniformly 
throughout the country, 

Georgia and Alabama .now are the 
only states in which 3.2 beer is illegal. 
In Georgia, however, the brew is han- 
died under local option” licenses, but 
by various municipalities. 

Emery brought his suit under a 
statute enacted by congress last June 
which permits courts of the United 
States to render declaratory judgment 
in cases of actual controversy.

benzol, with which to treat animals 
infested with the screw worms, Tom 
Linder. commissioner-elect of agricul- 
ture, announced that wholesalers of 
benzol in Atlanta have agreed to make 
farmers a price of 25 to 30 cents per 
gallon on this product when obtained 
in drum lots,

Call for Aid Sounded 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—()— Lash- 
ed by the most devastating storm to 
sweep the north Atlantic in many win- 
ters, the tiny Norwegian freighter 
Sisto sent out an SOS call tonight 
pleading for “urgent assistance.” 

Immediately all wireless stations, 
both in the British Isles and in Amer- 
iea,. concentrated for further messages 
from the little ship but no further 
word was forthcoming. ;

They 
suggested, however, that allowance 
shoyld be made for bonuses paid by 
the contractors to speed up work and 
encourage invention. 

The famous Delaware munitions 
manufacturers were asked for their 
opinions by Chairman Nye, after the 


committee had received the outline of 
elaborate war department preparatio 
to mobilize 12,000 privately own 
firms 8 into a vast war supplies 
network. : 

Blank contracte—not including the 
cost-plus type which aroused so much 
criticism in the World War—have 
been drawn up. Legislation is ready 
for congressional consideration imme- 
diately upon a declaration of war and 
the whole is subject to constant mod- 
ernizing revision. : 

Two Contract Types. 

Lieutenant Colonel C. T. Harris, 
of the war department, testified that 
the contracts are of two types, one 
stipulating a fixed price and the oth- 
er of an “adjusted compensation” 
character, involving the 6 per cent 
limitation. This, he said, had been 
approved by the department. 

‘t seems to me,” said Irenee du- 
Pont, in response to Nye’s question, 
“that fixing a definite percentage 
would eliminate the embarrassment of 
trusteeship to the stockholders and 
let the directors out. 

„It would take away a great deal 
of the feeling that some were being 
better treated than others, ‘The war 
department is doing a grand job of 
figuring out in advance how to go 
about this thing in time of war.”

Any woman who is fit to marry at 
all is fit to bear children, If she has 
some deficiency, some taint or some 
disability by reason of which child- 
birth might be inadvisable for her, 
then it is a crime against the state 
and against posterity to permit her to 
unite in marriage with a man who 
should carry on the race, It is vicious 
and selfish for such a half-woman or 
near-woman to seek to bind a real 
man to her for life and thus not only 
rob him of the joy and honor of fa- 
therhood but also rob some normal, 
eligible woman of the chance to rear 
a family. 

There is something appallingly rot- 
ten in the institution of marriage in 
this country. As it seems to me, it is 
not primarily a question of morals or 
religion, but rather a question of com- 
mon sense and evolution, The divorce 
evil has its roots in the laxity and 
indifference which govern the au- 
thorities in giving license to marry 
and in performing the marriage quite 
regardless of the intents or purposes 
of the contracting parties. It is not 
difficult to understand the breakup 
of a union from whicl the most sa- 
cred privilege of life is excluded. In 
any situation, there is nothing quite 
like a baby or two around the house 
to keep a mother or a father out of 
mischief. And how many good women 
and good men have’ been saved from 
the results of folly by the timely ap- 
peal or support of a loyal child. 

Once more I warn the public never 
to elect me to any office whieh would 
give me any arbitrary or dictatorial 
power, for I’d soon clean up the mar- 
riage mess, I tell you. I'd set up a 
trial marriage that would have teeth 
in it. If any couple lived in wedlock 
more than three years after marriage 
without issue I'd require them to show 
cause why the union should not be 
declared null and void—or else to 
adopt and raise their quota of chil- 
dren. If it were possible to deter-

SEEKS $89,000 FUND 


Amount Needed for Opera- 
tions Next Year, Commit- 
tee Tells Talmadge. 


The executive committee of the 
Georgia forestry association Monday 
asked Governor Eugene Talmadge to 
use his influence in getting a legisia- 
tive appropriation of $85,000 next 
year for forestry and geology work in 
the state. 

A committee representing the asso- 
ciation called on Governor Talmadge 
at his office in the capitol and told 
him they needed this amount to fi- 
nance operations of the two depart- 
ments. 

Coming out of the meeting Thomas 
J. Hamilton, one of the committee, 
said the governor was “most sympa- 
thetic. but of course we did not ex- 
pect him to commit himself in the 
matter.” 

Others who called on the governor 
were: Guy Woolford, Atlanta capi- 
talist; Jack Williams, of the Was- 
cross Journal-Herald: W. T. Ander- 
son, of the Macon News and Tele- 
graph, and Milton Fleetwood; presi- 
dent of the Georgia Press Association. 

Mr. Hamilton said that second to 
agriculture, forestry is the most im- 
portant industry in Georgia and that 
it should be “conserved and developed 
to the fullest extent.” 

During a luncheon meeting at the 
Capital City Club, sponsored by Mr. 
Woolford, the executive committee of 
the association adopted a resolution 
drafted by Hamilton as chairman of 
the resolutions committee.

REGOVERY PLANS 


WHITE SULPHUR SPRINGS, 
W. Va., Dec. 17.—(4)-—The high 
command of American business today 
undertook to develop a plan whereby 
commerce and industry may set up a 


continuing agency in Wasbington to 
represent them on a united front. 

Gathered in an “epochal” joint con- 
ference of business recovery, 90 major 
executives set themselves to accom- 
plish a program acceptable as a ba- 
sis of co-operation with industry, if 

ible, but, even if such co-operation 
* possible, to unify industry at 
all costs. 

No definite platform has been evolv- 
ed, but C. B. Ames, president of the 
Texas Company and chairman of the 
conference, said serious consideration 
was being given to the creation of a 
continuing body which might set ont 
business objectives to the administra- 
tion and otherwise to serve business 
interests. 

Conference Divided. 

Ames stressed that no effort was to 
be spdred to bring agreement out of 
a conference that already had found 


itself divided on many points. 


The chairman refused to commit 
himself or the conference on what 
might happen were the results to the 
conference to prove unacceptable as a 
basis of co-operation with the govern- 
ment. The co-oparative theory was 
proposed originally as the inspiration 
of the conference but developments 
have indicated a definite reluctance 
by some members to swing far toward 

The difference cannot be specifical- 
ly labeled as conservative“ or “lib- 
eral,” but in a comparative sense 
they are connected.

While 
separate agenc ies, such as the associa- 
tion and the chamber, may individually 
prepare programs no one organization 
can be said to represent all business. 

Nine Bodies at Work. 

The conference has accepted the ne- 
cessity of unity as a prime objective. 

If this group cannot compose the va- 
rious confliets of business, it is feared 
that unanimity is impossible and that 
business cannot fashion itself an in- 
strument for its general protection. 

The nine committees now at work— 
on agriculture, foreign trade, social 
security and relief, durable goods, fed- 
eral finance, transportation, NRA, 
business financing and government 
competition—will report periodically 
over the next two days.

Florida Creating Acute 
‘Situation’ in Georgia. 


As the state of Florida's border 
patrol xe-echoes Governor Dave 
3 memorable pronouncement of 
a fem weeks ago “they shall not pass,” 
the hordes of hoboes who annually 
migrate to Florida for the winter 
months are clustering in the “jungles” 

the Georgia side of the state 
line, causing what local officials are 
calling a darned nuisance and what 
ERA officials are terming an “acute 
situation.” : 

Governor Sholtz calls the unwel- 
come visitors “broken tourists,” the 
south Georgia police call them “bums” 
and goabouts but the FERA calls 
them “transients” and is showing con- 
siderable alarm over the situation 
from which reports indicate that 
“jungles,” which the FERA sought 
to eliminate by setting up transient 
camps, have sprung up around Way- 
cross, Albany, Valdosta. and other 
south Georgia cities since Governor 
Sholtz issued orders not to let “broken 
tourists” enter his state. 

It is im ible, says the FERA, for 
the Georgia camps at Sylvania, Com- 
merce and Fulton county, for whites, 
and at Fort Benning for negroes, to 
care for this enormous increase with- 
out additional federal appropriation. 
According to relief officials, . efforts 
will be made to send all out-of-state 
transients back to their homes at gov- 
ernment expense. 

Mayor Herbert Smart and officers 
in charge of the Macon bureau com- 
municated with Miss Gay B. Shep- 
person, state administrator, after clos- 
ing the transient office there when 
the influx overran local facilities. The 
office reopened Monday, although Miss 
Shepperson advised them that no ad- 
ditional funds were available. 

Since the announcement two. weeks 
ago by Governor Sholtz that no addi- 
tional transients would be allowed in 
Florida during the winter unless they 
could show visible means of support, 
the situation in Georgia has grown 
steadily worse. Florida's governor 
says that there are already 11,000 
persons, 9,000 of whom are from out 
of the state, in two camps. He fur- 
ther announced that all transients 
found within the state outside the 
camps would be promptly jailed as 
vagrants, asking Governor Talmadge 
to co-operate in making this known. 

“If Governor Sholtz would arrest 
at least half of the 11, in his camps 
he would be better off,“ Governor 
Talmadge commented. du 

The normal capacity of Georgia's 
four camps is 350, including the new 
one recently established at North Side 
park in Fulton ‘county, expected to 
take care of 100. At present there 
are 7,500 transients registered in the 
state, requiring an appropriation of 
$81.000 for December. 

The “jungles” along the Georgia 
side of the state line are reported to 
be overcrowded with penniless hoboes 
and their families who have migrated 
south to escape the severity of win- 
ter under destitute conditions. Al- 
though Governor Sholtz’s border pa- 
trols have refused them admission 
into the state, they are encamped 
along the line in the hope that Flor- 
ida’s edict may be rescinded or that 
they may manage to sneak across un- 
observed.

“The situation is made worse by 
the fact that some, though apparently 
not very many, bankers have the idea 
that in order to qualify as a good 
commercial loan, not only must the 
transaction be a self-liquidating one, 
but the liquidation must occur with- 
in some arbitrary time limit. 

“This wave of ‘righteousness’ among 
the banks and the bank examiners ac- 
counts for a very large proportion of 
the current discontent over the un- 
availability of bank credit.”

‘WINS IN POLL

NEW YORK, Dee. 17.—(UP)— 
The St. Louis Cardinals, world cham- 
pions in professional baseball, scored 
another notable victory today by wal- 
loping Minnesota’s national football 
amateur champions, 168 to 78, in the 
United Press nation-wide poll of sports 
editors to determine the outstanding 
team achievement of 1934. 

It was the first time this year that 
Bernie Bierman’s Minnesota gridiron 
juggernaut was beaten, but the mo- 
mentum gained by the Cardinals in 
their end-season rush to the National 
league pennant and to their World 
Series triumph bowled over the Gal- 
loping Gophers with ease. 

Most editors voted for the Cardi- 
nals because St. Louis was forced 
to fight harder for its achievement 
than Minnesota whose only genuine 
threat came from Pittsburgh. 

HAIL CARD’S FEAT. 

Disregarding sectional allegiances 
and sports preferences, editors from 
Frisco to New York and from Miami 
to Maine hailed the Cards’ feat as 
one of the most brilliant accomplished 
in any sport. 

Their comment glorified the pen- 
nant surge, starting September 7, 
when the Cards were seven full games 
behind the New York Giants, and 
ending in triumph on the very last day 
of the season, September 30. They 
emphasized that Frisch, the Deans, 
Medwick & Co. battled through sev- 
en World Series games before downing 
the Detroit Tigers. 

A total of 295 editors voted on 
the question of team supremacy.

Michigan 
won, 49 to 0, from Stanford, cutting the last half 13 minutes 
short when Stanford had no more subs. That was the Michi- 
gan team which scored an even 550 points to none for oppo- 
nents—the greatest football record of all time. 


ROY RIEGELS’ RUN. 

That run by Roy Riegels on January 1, 1929, remains as 
one of the greatest bits of tragic drama in all football history. 

Eighty thousand people were there and the inten- 
sity of the fight on the field was reflected in the tensity 
of the crowd, the screaming echoes, the bursts of raucous 
cheering that bounded back from the slopes of the 
arroyo. . 
Stumpy Thomason was playing his usual brilliant, irritating 

game that day. He was running backward and losing on one 
play byt getting away on the next. He was taking kicks on 
the run. He was running like the great player he was. And 
he was fumbling as he did now and then in all games. 

Wallace Wade was to say of Thomason that year: 

Ne drives me crazy. I never know when he is 
going to lose 20 yards or gain 90.” 

But Thomason fumbled and the ball bounded into the arms 
of Roy Riegels, the center on the California team. 

He set out for his own goal line. I recall that | 
was sitting next to Chick Meehan, then at New York 
University and now at Manhattan. My God,” screamed 
Meehan, I believe he is running the WRONG way.” _ 

It was one of those things the eyes saw but which the mind 
refused to accept. The brain kept refusing messages sent by 
the eyes. One radio announcer actually carried Riegels on over 
the line for a touchdown. 

The stadium was a mass of mad, hysterical sound. 
Some knew what was happening. Others screamed, 
thinking it was a score. 

Two Tech players were fooled and chased Riegels. Had 
they caught him they would likely have tackled him. Behind 
Riegels ran Benny Lom, great halfback. 
but Riegels didn’t hear. Lom caught him at the 2-yard line. 
And Vance Maree blocked Lom’s kick.

The defeat of T. O. M. Sopwith and his Endeavour, English challengers 
for the historic America’s cup, by Harold S. Vanderbilt and Rainbow, of 
course attracted the lion’s share of public attention. 


_ Contrary to expectations of the op- 
timistic, however, the America’s cup 
series, sailed off Newport, R. I., did 
little to improve Anglo-American -re- 
lations. Sopwith won the first two 
races of the series, scheduled as the 
best four out of seven, and Endeavour 
became a top-heavy favorite. Then 
Vanderbilt scored four straight vic- 
tories and turned back the fifteenth 
British challenger for the 83-year-old 
trophy, but not before protest flags 
ha 8 to fly. The New Tork 
Tacht Club declined to entertain the 
first of Sopwith's protests, holding he 
did not know, or did not abide by the 
rales through a delay in breaking out 
his protest flag, and the Englishman 
went home, promising never to return.

U.S. Disarmament “Only Hope 
For Europe, Says Villard Here ot

To his reputation as a , Os 
wald Garrison Villard Monday — — 
added that of a lecturer whose clarity 


of thought and forthrightness of ex-

Mr. Villard, speaking on “The Fate 
of Europe,“ held to the thesis that 
unless America led in the movement: 
for peace through disarmament, 
either total or at least one-half re- 
duction, there is little hope for either 
Europe or civilization. He was par- 
ticularly severe in his condemnation 
of the blundering of so-called states“ 
men whose sense of the realities, he 
said, fell far short of that poss 
by business. : 

In his comment on the impending 
failure of the London naval confer- 
ence, Mr. Villard was emphatic in his 
opinion that America had no right 
to tell. Japan how many ships she 
should build, Imagine, he said, 
“what America’s feeling would be if 
Japan attempted to dictate to the 
United States.” 

Neutralization of Philippines. 

Mr. Villard’s audience was particu- 
larly interested in his proposal that 
the Phillippines as well as Austria, 
should be neutralized. He believed 
that a common agreement on this 
point among all the nations would 
dispose of what was called the Japan- 
ese menace and at the same time re- 
move, in Austria’s case, the present 
dangers of an explosion which would 
involve Germany, France and Italy. 

„Europe drifts rudderiess,” asserted 
Mr. Villard, “drifts, drifts, unable to 
look ahead, unable to find a way out 
of the economic and al catas- 
trophe, unable to put to work its 
share of thirty million people who 
are unemployed in the world.” 

Mr. Villard traced to trea 
with Germany, and said “some 
us at the time called it the *‘Mad- 
ness of Versailles.“ But. be neglect- 
ed to tell his hearers that it was he 


who so designated the treaty when in 


it was in the making. And he prophe- 
sied in almost specific terms what 
would result from the efforts of state-. 
men to break Europe to pieces with- 
out first finding whether their scheme 
would work.
